1 . With regards to item 4, appellant has failed to provide a concise explanation of the 
subject matter defined in each of the independent claims involved in the appeal and mapping 
each limitation of the claim(s) by referring to the specification by page and line number and to 
the drawings by reference characters as appropriate. The appeal brief at section V merely recites 
the claim verbatim and then cites numerous paragraph numbers and/or Figures/Tables which 
allegedly support the claim as a whole. This does not satisfy the requirement for mapping the 
limitations of the claimed subject matter to the specification and/or drawings. 

"While reference to page and line number of the specification requires 
somewhat more detail than simply summarizing the invention, it is considered important to 
enable the Board to more quickly determine where the claimed subject matter is described 
in the application." MPEP 1205.02 

2. With regards to item 6, appellant has failed to provide a proper argument for 
patentability. As was similarly noted above with regards to item 4 5 the appeal brief at section 
VII(B)(2-5) merely recites the claim(s) verbatim. 

"A statement which merely points out what a claim recites will not be considered an 
argument for patentability of the claim." MPEP 1205.02 

3. The examiner wishes to note that in the brief at section IV (Status of the Amendments) 
the appellant refers to proposed amendments made to the "original claims" in the paper filed 
November 30, 2006 (Not Entered); however, the proposed amendments were in fact relative to 
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the claims as "finally rejected" in the Office action mailed August 30, 2006. Appellant should 
modify the brief to reflect this distinction.
